THE OFFENSIVE. 
OPERATIONS AT LOFTSCHA. 

[Fy Cable to The Chicago Tribune. |

— The tide of war has again turned. The 
pause in Russian offensive operations has 
been broken. Au unexpected attack has 
been made upon Loftscha, and the Ottoman 
garrison, although strongly intrenched, «has 
been driven from its works and the position 
occupied by the Russian battalions. Already 
Monday there were rumors in the Russian 
camps and ‘the Roumanian Capital that 
there had been some severe fighting in the 
Valley of the Vid that morning and the pre- 
vious day. It was whispered the Egyptian 
troops had : 

ATTACKED THE LINES 

held by the Russian and Roumanian forces, 
but inquirers were assured in high quarters 
that no details of the conflict were known. 
Explicit news could not be obtained within 
so short a time. This mystery would be 
taken that in any conflict that was being 
waged, fortnne held the scales at least evenly 
balanced, for there would be no need to con- 
ceal the intelligence of success from corre- 
spondents or the whole Russian army or 
people. Monday afternoon victory seems to 
have declared itself. 

ON THE SIDE OF THE MUSCOVITES. 
During the night staff officers were galloping 
along the fifty milesof road that led from the 
to Gorney- 
Studen, and soon after daybreak yesterday 
brought to the Imperial headquarters the 
welcome news that 

A BATTLE HAD BEEN Won, 

and the flag of Russia was waving over the 
blood-stained intrenchments of Loftscha. 
Then the vei: of mystery was withdrawn. 
The telegraphic dispatch s ut from Staden 
at half-past 7 yesterday forenoon flashed 
through the world the intelligence that snc- 
cess had once again smiled upon the 
soldiers of the Czar. Popular rumor was 
found to be partly wrong and partly right. 
It was right, since thers had actually been 
It was wrong, for the fighting, 
officially had been, not as was 
naturally expected, towards the Plevna 
Vallev, but at Lovatz or Loftcha, on the 
bank of the Upper Osman. 

SCHIPKA. 

Gen. Radetsky reports that Suleiman Pasha 
bas withdrawn from Schipka Pass, which 
may therefore be considered impregnable. 
Definite information as to the movement of 
Suleiman is lacking. His hght troops had 
pushed through the mountains beyond 


his extreme left, and were felt in

ARMENIA. 
THE ATROCITIES AT BAYAZID, 
Correspondence London Times 

Camp, Hzianrs ABOVE SARBATAN. Aug. 2.—I 
have received fresh details concerning the la- 
mentable occurrences at Bayazid. and, as then 
come from an official source, lam justified in 
claiming some attention tor them. I gather 
that after the engagement at Teperis Keui on 
the 19th of June, between Faik Pasha’s Division 
ano the Russian garrison, the latter. being over- 
powered. fell back on the citidelt. The infantry 
succecded in reaching it in salety: but 00 cav- 
airy were surrounded by some 6.000 
Kurdish cavalry, under a Moolah named 
Sheik Jelaludeen, and called upon to 
surrender. Their iateI have previously related, 
and to dwell upon it can do no good. After 
deliberately murdering the Cossacks, the hurds. 
under their fanatical leaders, Jelaludcen Sheik, 
Obeidullah of Nari, Sheik Pekar of Vastan, 
Fahim Effendi, Mahomed Beg of Julamcerik, 
Sheik Tell, and his nephew Osman, both of 
Sert, and Takhir Beg ot Van, entered Bayazid 
The seene that ensued was onc of unpara! 
icled horror. The town contained 165 Christian 
familes, and all ot the men, women, aud chil 
ares Were ruthicssly put to the sword 4 
Turkis h 0111 ecr W 10 visited the towr A few davs 
sulsequently states that there Was ‘not Single 
mhabitant leit. all had fied. and. includ ng 
Russian prisovers, upwards of 2.400 pecdple had 
been Killed In every house be entered small 
croupé of dead were lying shockingiy mutilated 
and inthe most revolting and indeceut. po- 
sitions. Capt. McCaimont. who visited tbe 
place shortiy after the Kussian relief. states 
that it is entirely deserted, and a mere heap 91 
ruins, also, that soldiers were emploved 
for six days in burying the dead, the 
number of whom it was impossible to 
estimate. On hearing oi this massacre, 
Mukhtar Pasha at once sent down orders 
to have the Kurds disbanded and disarmed, and 
the ringleaders shot. They, however, antici- 
pated the tirst of these instructions by throw- 
ine dow.w their arms aud «deserting en masse on 
t. eapproach of Tergukassoff’s column on the 10th 
oi July. Su e in their mountain fastoesses, lese 
miscreants wiil defy the Comm ander-in-Chiei’s 
orders, aud unless Europe sternly demands 
their execution, and deputes Ollicials to see tue 
sentences carried into effect, they will escape. 
Weare very jlourtunste in possessing an Oflicer 
of Sir Arnold Kemoall’s calibre with the Turkish 
head quarters. Immediately communications 
were opened between Mukhtar Pasha’s 
forces and the Van columa, be detached 
Capt. M’Calmont to Ismail Pasha’s camp, with 
instructions to pomt out to that officer the bor- 
rur with whicn these atrocities would be re- 
garded by the whole civilized world, and the 
lujury that would accrue to Turkey owing to 
their perpetratiun. He requested that he 
might be furnished witha list of the authors 
andthe punishments meted out to them, and 
directed that in the event of any further atroci- 
tles being commitied Capt. M'Calmont was to 
leave the Turkish camp mmmediately, and to re- 
port to Ismail Pasha his reasons for duing so. I 
tear that the ringleaders will not be apprehend- 
ed, and I am aware * ae Pasha bolds 
out but small hopes of his ability to put his 
hands upon them.

Ahmad, are utterly false. We not only did not 
come inte vollisivu, but we never came in sight 
vl the Russtaus at those places. The sympathy 
that one usturaliy ieels for the Turks in their 
gailunt struggle in Armenia ts deadened by the 
Zadeciv and childwa conceit induced in by 
all ranks regarding their successes. The with- 
drawal! ot a Russian reconnvissunce after its ob- 
ject has been fully elected is construed into a 
great victory; its losses are multiplied by 
hundreds, and the enemy openly vilified as 
cowards aud barbarians. With ail this, Mukh- 
tar Pasha, and very wisely too, uever ventures 
to oppose these reconvomsances in the plains, 
deciimes adsolutely to hazard his army by attack- 
ing, aud is unuble to briug forward one instance 
ol oppression or crucity practiced by the Rus 
sians in this country.

Lon Don, Sept. 4—Later—The death of Thiers 
was caused by apoplexy. His suflerings were 
apparently slight. 

HIS LAST MOMENTS, 

Paris, Sept. 4.—Ex-President Thiers arose 
early Monday and worked until 7:30, when be 
went for an hour’s walk on the terrace. He 
afterwards wrote until noon At noon he took 
luncheon with av appetite, but towards the eud 
of the repast he stammered out a few words, his 
mouth contracted, his eyes became covered with 
a ‘film, and he was carried to bed. The 
pieysicians ordered mustard plasters and leeches. 
M. Thiers did not appear entirely aware of his 
dangces. The prostration was complete after 
twenty minutes had clapse:| 

SYMPATUY. 

To-day a number of well-known politicians 
went to St. Germaine to condule with Mme. 
Thiers, and telegrams of condolence were re- 
eeived from all parts. Presideut MacMahwon, 
who is at Montbrison, upon being informed of 
the death of M. Thiers, immediately telegruph- 
ed to Paris to summon a Cabivet council to ar- 
rance fur the solemnizing of the funeral with 
the greatest pomp. President MacMahon thinks

The news spread like 
wildfire, avd even at an early hour, although 
the weatber was verv inclement, the streets of 
Paris were filled with people in great excite- 
ment. Some were actually shedding tears, and 
all were giving vent to a feeling of grief and ap- 
prehension, the death of Thiers just now being 
regarded by all as a national calamity. Thiers 
had been staying for the last few weeks at the 
Pavilion Henri Quatre, St. Germaine-en-laye 
and had caught a slight cold. but nothing led to 
an anticipation of this suddea termination of 
his eventiul career 

ITS POLITICAL EFFECT. 

Another correspondent says. “His death has 
made a deep impression in political circles. The 
Conservatives think it assures them success at 
the elections. Great consternation prevails in 
the Kepublican camp.” 

The Times says: No event short of a coup 
d'etat or Communist rising could have created 
so profound an impression throughout France. 
Its effect on the present political 
crisis cannot yet be proverly 
weighed. Gambetta is now without 
a rival in the Republican party, but his ad- 
vanced views are soalarming to the Left Centre 
that the Republican party, as a whole, will 
probably seek to counteract the evil effects of 
Thiers’ removal by putting forward M. Grevy, 
the ex-President of the Chamber of Deputies, 
as a candidate for the succession to the Presi- 
dency, in the event of President MacMahon’s 
retirement. 

CARDS OF CONDOLENCE.

Crawford's father was a schovl- 
teacher in Rogersville, Tenn., where Robert's 
boyhood was passed. Andrew Jolinson, about 
1840, gave young Crawford an appointment to 
West Point. Thére he resisted an arrest for 
dereliction of duty, and was expelled. A 
few years later he was sentenced by the Federal 
Court of Virginia for robbing the mail, and in a 
few weeks escaped from confinement. In 1863 
he burst in on Rogersville as a dashing Colonel 
and Chief oi Artillery on some Federal General's 
staff, and carried things with a higu hand among 
the old citizens of Hawkins County. After the 
War he ficured in a wild raid of plundering over 
the Rio Grande. Here all trace of the bold rider 
is lost.

THE COMMITTEE. 
RESULTS OF YESTERDAY'S EXAMINATIONS. 
Tue doors of the State Savings Institution 

were opened yesterday morning, the windows 
were no longer darkened, and afew defrauded 
depositors dropped in aud gazed with longing 
eves on the vaults which contain what little 
cash there is left. and the various securities out 
of which it is hoped something will be realized. 
The excitement has so died out that was 
deemed safe to open the doors, and allow tree 
access to everybody, and during the day no 
abuse of this privilege, if sucif it may be called, 


was noticed. 

The Creditors’ Committee met with the As- 
signee at 10 o'clock, John Wentworth in the 
chair. The first thing done was to 
request Col. Taylor to procure of 
Ha.idock, Coxe & Co., or some other abstract! 
firm, a list of all real estate in the name of the 
bank, aud to request him to take charge of all 
the property and receive the rents and hold 
them for tle benefit of the bank. Col. Taylor 
was also instructed to effect an insurance oy 
two pieces of property on Wabash avenue ou 
which the policies*had expired, 

Then the Committee again 

DIVED INTO THE BOOKS, 
but with no other result than the discovery of 
avery loose system of bookkeeping and sev- 
eral discrepancies, which occasioned a vast 
amount of talk and led some of the Committee 
to say that the bank was rotten as much as 
tive years ago. 

Mr. Keeley, in the first place, after poring 
over what is known as the discount register,“ 
made the rather explosive remark that this was 
simply the worst swindie oi the whole lot, Then 
be went ov to explain the reasun for this state- 
ment. One column gave the amount of indebt- 
edness, another the indorsements, and another 
the date when the indursements were made. 
Wuat Mr. Keeley was trying to get at was to 
see what was missing. and he pro eeded to show 
that no dates were given jor. the discounting or 
paving of Caiumet bonds, although they 
were marked paid. There were two other 
items, $167,000 and 15,000, marked pad, 
but with no date of cancellation or payment. 
There was another item of $33,000, oppos.te tue 
vawe Garsh, but no date of tue discount or 
payment; and another dis-ount due by John 
Gilding. Jan. 13. 1573, marked paid, with no date 
vi payment. Then came thisentry:

EMORY WASHBUKN'S INTERVIEW WITH THE 
CULPRIT ON THE CARs, 
Special Msputch to The Tribune. 

Boston, Sept. 4.—Emory Wasuburn, of Chi- 
cago, bow m this city, gives the following a- 
count of the fight of Spen er: Mr. Wash 
burn left Chicago on Sunday, the Sith t., at 
5:15 in the afternoon, lor the Kast, having se 
cured berths in the sleeping-car ior Boston via 
the Canada Southero and Hoosac Tunnel route. 
At Twenty-second street Mr. Spencer, his wife, 
and daughter, aged about 13 years, got aboard.

Mr. Gossage, a drv-goods merchant of 
Chicago, Was in the same car. Mr. Washburn, 
passing through the train to see who might be 
ou board, eutered in conversation with Spencer.

A National Convention of Colored Masons 
began its sessiotis in the hall of Join Jones 
Lidge, No. 7, at No. 326 South Clark street, 
yesterday morning. The ov,ect of the gather- 
ing is, as stated in the call, “toeflecta com- 
plete union of and to harmonize, it possible, the 
entire craft.“ It seems that there is discord 
among the brethren, and has been since 12917, 
and thus tar all efforts to era licate it have 
proved unavailing. Tie cause of he trouble is 
a question of power: that is. whether the Grand 
Master of a Statt should be supreme in his own 
jurisdiction, or should obey the dictum of a 
national body. in 1847 there were very few 
colored Masons in the United Sta es, 
and, no union ol interest eXisting 
among them, 4 convention was held in 
of that year, w Boston, for 
“the purpose of binding them together. Out ot 

this a-setnbiy grew what is known as the 
“National Gramt Lidce.”’ Some of the Grand 
Lodges dissented-from this action, and refused 
wacknowledve feaity to such an * ex rescence.” 
Gaming taat it Was “ irregular“ and not war- 
ranted U tLe laws of Masonry. The dissenters 
were ruled out by the National Grand Lodge 
and denominated: “ clandestine.” They, lLow- 
ever. continued to work and to kee» up their 
Grand Lodges, calling those who adhered to tue 
national body “Clandestine” and * irregular.” 
Both branches of the Order ran along with this 
feeling toward each other until two years ago, 
when the more intelligent in both factions.

Hering a great uproar in his ben-house, Mr. 
Mc Atee :uebed in that cirection, aud found his 
ent.re owl yard, iu which were 150 fowls, in- 
cluding chickens, turkevs, and guineas, ia the 
most extraordinary state of percurbaton. An 
army of bats had mat their way torough the 
crevices, and were induiging in such desperat 
demoustrations o! itt ng and circling that every 
eat ere mhabitant had been frigitened from 
its roost, and the dsturbed  chanti- 
vleer, the cackling hen, and the 
shrill guinea made night hideous with 
their notes of alarm.

The capture of Lovatz by the Russians is

The Common Council deserve commenda- 
tion for their almost unanimous determina- 
tion to proceed at once with the laying of 
the foundation of the City-Hall. The in- 
structions are now explicit, and it is the duty 
of the Mayor and Building Committee to 
push the work without unnecessary delay or 
quibbling differences over the plans and con- 
tracts. The Building Committee consists of 
Aldermen Van Ospen (an architect), Bat- 
tarp, Cook (a practical builder), Lixsen- 
parts, and Lawier. Under the resolution 
directing that the work be begun, the Mayor 
(who is the Department of Public Works) 
would seem to have merely the voice of any 
one of the Building Committee, so that the 
gentlemen will severally and individually be 
held responsible for the letting of contracts 
and the manner in which the work is done. 
They have a specific thing to do, 
viz.: put in the foundation of the 
City-Hall, and they have about 890,000 
to work on. The single aim should be to do 
the work in hand as cheaply as it can be 
done and done well. We think it is just as 
well that their funds are limited, and they 
have no credit to draw upon, as this cireum- 
stance removes a temptation to extrava- 
gance. We have no doubt that a majority of 
the gentlemen having the work in charge 
will be constantly in favor of making the 
money go as far as possible. We think it is 
feasible for them to accomplish with their 
$90,000 as much as the County Commission- 
ers didon their half with twice that sum, 
and they should take pride in doing so. The 
Council was wise, too, in passing the reso- 
lution acknowledging the obligation to the 
State, and committing the city to the reim- 
bursement of the Canal Fund as rapidly as 
practicable. 
enabie the city to proceed steadily with the 
construction of the City-Hall, laying the 
foundation this fall and resuming work next 
spring. 


The foot-tracks of the ubiquitous Jacos 
Bunny, of Springfield, have been discovered 
in the vicinity of Chester, the little, one- 
horse. out-of-the-way town where the Com- 
‘missioners want to locate the Southern Pen- 
itentiary.

It is said that Buxx's interest 
is in the ownership of 500 acres of land 
where the Penitentiary is to be located ; but, 
whatever it is, Gov. CrLtom may as well 
understand that the people of Illinois have 
about got tired of paying taxes for the bene- 
fit of Jacos Bryx. That lively speculator 
will do weli to confine his attention to bis 
State-House, for which the peopie will be 
called upon at the next general election to 
vote more than half a million dollars in ex- 
cess of the constitutional limit of cost. The 
people do not care to go through the same 
sort of experience with the construction of 
the Southern Penitentiary on Mr. Jacos 
Buxn’saccourt.

The St. Louis Republican is delighted with 
so mu of the late speech of PENDLETON as 
pitched into the act of 1869 which made the 
principal of the 5-20 bonds payable in coin. 
It says: 

He presents, in a bold, clear light, that outrage- 
ous wroug on the people, whose evils they are des. 
tined to suffer for generations, the conversion of 
the bulk of the national debt from one obligation 
payable in greenbacks to one payable in gold, ata 
cost to the people of several hundred million dol- 
lars, anda profit to their creditors of the same 
amount. It was done in 1860, the first year of 
Guant’s Administration, and was the first signal 
act of that Administration. 

The act of 1869 made the 5-20 bonds pay a- 
ble in coin ; it does not say anything about 
„gold.“ At that time the silver dollar was 
a legal-tender for everything, bonds and 
duties included. The ensuing session of 
Congress will undoubtedly restore the silver 
dollar to circulation. Will the Republican 
explain how much would be saved in paying 
the 5-20 bonds in greenbacks instead of in 
silver ? With greenbacks at 96 cents in gold, 
or within 4 per cent of par, will it explain how 
“ several hundred millions could be saved 
even if all the 5-20s were liquidated in gold ? 
Is the Aepudblican in favor of paying the 
5-20 bonds by manufacturing $800,000,000 
of greenbacks for that p ? That was 
the PENDLKrox plan when he was running 
for Vice-President eight or ten years ago. 
Several hundred millions of 5-20s have been 
called in and paid off since then, and several 
other hundred millions haye been changed 
into 5 and 4 per cent bonds. PENDLETON 
advocated a scheme, as his supporters under- 
stood him, of manufacturing about $1,600,- 
000,000 of greenbacks, and compelling the 
German, English, French, and Holland, as 
well as American, bondholders to take them, 
or get nothing for their securities. He never 
pointed out the provision of the Constitu- 
tion that authorized Congress to issue a 
forced currency ad libitum in time of peace, 
and he never explained when or how the 
$1,600,000,000 of unconstitutional forced 
notes were to be paid. The result of the 
whole matter was that the people sat down 
on hin and squelched him as a repudiating 


THE SPENCERIAN SYSTEM IN POLITICS. 

The man Srencer who wrecked the State 
Savings Institution in this city has a good 
mauy imitators in public life. They are the 
subsidy-hunters. They find their own pri- 
vate credit has been exhausted; they have 


- — 


helped to deplete the corporations with 


which they have been connected; they see 
municipalities loaded down with debt, 
States in default, and whole communities 
bankrupt. There is just one thing and only 
one thing left for them to speculate on, viz.: 
the faith of the nation. By great care and 
honest dealing, the national credit has been 
saved from the taint which attaches to pretty 
much all other forms of credit. The United 
States can borrow money at the lowest rates 
of interest. The Spencers of public life 
are determined to trade upon this credit 
aud destroy that as they have all 
other. They want to increase the 
national debt a thousand millions to 
furnish themselves with piunder. They 
are perfectly willing to mortgage future 
generations, to bring the United States 
financially down to the condition of Turkey 
and the South American Kepublics, and to 
syuander hundreds of millions of dollars in 
uuremunerative investments, in order that 
they may get theirhandsin. They are going 
to make a formidable raid upon the next 
Congress. They will present themselves 
first under the cover of the Texas & Pacific 
Railroad, asking a subsidy which they have 
generously reduced to 350,000,000 by lop- 
ping off 1.200 miles of proposed branches. 
But this is only a Single item in the pro- 
gramme the political Spencens have laid out. 
The attainment of the Texas & Pacific 
subsidy will be merely the opening 
wedge to pry into the Treasury. That 
particular subsidy cannot be granted 
without arrangements being concluded 
for drawing upon the national credit to 
build the Northern Pacific Railroad ; to build 
levees along the Mississippi River; to build 
a railroad from Salt Lake to Portland, Ore.: 
to build the St. James & Kanawha Canal: to 
build a ship-canal from Lake Champlain to 
Albany ; to build another around the Niagara 
Falls on the American side; to build more 
canals in Georgia, and Tennessee, and IIli- 
nois, and other States; to pay Mr. Eapes a 
hundred millions of dollars to put the Ohio 
River into a permanently good condition on 
his new plan; to grant annual subsidies to 
steamships, etc., etc. The sudsidy-beggars 
of the Lex & Pacific scheme merely repre- 
sent an army of SPENcERs, anxious to plun- 
der the people of the United States as Sprewn- 
cen plundered the depositors of the State 
Savings lustitntion, and to wreck the public 
credit as mpletely as that institution was 
wrecked. 

It is useless to disguise the fact that there 
is great danger that the Texas & Pacific 
beggars will succeed, and that their success 
will signify the bankrupting of the public 
credit by the wholesale squandering of pub- 
lic moneys on the various kindred schemes. 
Indeed, it is better that the extent of the 
danger should be fully apprehended in order 
that the easy-going, accommodating mem- 
bers of Congress may be stirred up to some 
thing like alarm. ‘Tom Scort, in his paper 
in the orth American Review on the recent 
strike, attributes the hard times to the 
universal destraction of credit and the vast 
loads of debt and taxation which the uation, 
the States, and the municipal corporations 
are carrying. But this will not prevent him 
from making a desperate effort to increase 
the national load by at least 5850, 
000,000 for his own benefit, with the 
certainty before him thatthe grant of the 
subsidy he asks will entail others, amount- 
ing to hundreds of millions in all. The 
Democratic State Convention of Pennsylva- 
nia did some service by the blow it gave him 
when it protested against subsidies, land- 
grants, loans of the public credit, and appro- 
priations of the people's money to private 
corporations as iegalized plunder of the tax- 
paying industries of the country.“ We hope 
Mr. Raypats and the other Penusylvania 
members will construe this to be something 
more than empty sound. It ought to pre- 
vent the Northern Democrats from joining 
the Southern Democrats on the plea of po- 
litical association, in their determination to 
support the Tom Scorr swindle. We are 
told that the South will be ‘‘sclid” in Con- 
gress in favor of it, but the South- cannot 
carry it through without the aid 
ef a large number of Northern 
members, and this aid cannot be 
secured, without an agreement that the 
Northern States shall have their share of 
plunder in some other shape. Ope Sprxcre 
will not help another Spencer out unless he 
sees there is a chance for stealings of his own. 
The Texas & Pacific scheme has no claim

which the others cannot urge. All rest upon 


yping local inter- 
ests at the national expense. It is only by a 
janction of the local interests tnat the 
National Treasury can be reached, and no 
one of them will join in favoring another 
without a full understanding that the favor 
shall be reciprocated. The presentment of 
the Tom Scorr subsidy is, therefore, nothing 
more nor less than a proposition to plunder 
the revenues and ruin the credit of the nation 
in order to provide speculation and gain for 
private persons; and it is certain to result in 
anumber of improvements that will not yield 
one dollar. Of course it is not expected that 
any of the subsidy-begying schemes will pay; 
if there were reasonable hope of this, there 
would be no need to kuock at the doors of 
Congress and beg for public money, as private 
funds would eagerly seek the investments. 
The projectors look upon the United States 
Treasury precisely as Spencer looked upon 
the State Savings Institution; if they once 
get their hands in, they will have the United 
States in just about the same condition as 
Srencer left the State Savings, and the tax- 
payers of the country will suffer in about the 
same proportion as Spencer's depositors. 


THE CURRENCY CUNTRACTION---SILVER. 

We printed a few days ago a report of 
some remarks by ex-Senator Doo.iTr.ez, of 
Wisconsin, on the subject of the currency. 
That gentleman, commenting upon the ex- 
pected resumption of specie payments in 
January, 1879, takes the ground: 1. That no 


resumption of specie payments can be main- - 


tained until there is an amount of coin 
in the country at least equal to the amount 
of paper money. It is not necessarily to be 
in the banks and the Treasury, but must be 
in circulation and accessible in the country. 
2. That there being $65),000,000 of paper 
money now in circulation and 3150,000,000 
of coin ; and that, to equalize the amount of 
the coin and the paper, there must be a re- 
duction of $250,000,000 of the paper and an 
increase of coin by the same amount, leaving 
$400,000,000 of each. The greenbacks might 
be funded at the rate of $10,000,000a month, 
and bonds might be sold for gold to raise the 
$250,000,000 needed coin. 3. That the cur- 
rency is to a country what the blood in cir- 
culation is to a human body, and he added: 

Smee 1875 one-seventh part of the blood has 
been drawn out, business is stagnant, men of en- 
terprise are paralyzed: many wao still stand are 
weakening: they feel themselves beginning to 
stagger. If drawing out one-seventh part of the 
blood of the system in two vears has produced that 
result, what effect will follow if you draw out in 
one year more than one-third of all that is left in 
the system? There is but one answer. The patient 
will die in the operation. ‘Two-thirds of all the 
business men still standing will go to the wall. 
Every property under mortgage for one-half its 
present value wil! change haude. The torced and 
sudden change in the meaning and increase in the 
value of the doilar will bring upen the country 
more destruction of fortunes aad values than a 
civil war. 

‘Lie tacts relating to the contraction since 
1875 require some explanation. For some 
years prior to the panic, the amount of 
greenbacks outstanding had been $356,000,- 
000. During the panic the amount was in- 
creased to $383,000,000. The amount of 
National Bauk notes outstanding June 20, 
1874, was $349,894,182. The National 
Bank note circulation, however, reached its 
maximum in January, 1875, when the law 
was enacted enabling the banks to reduce 
their circulation. We now have the figures:

Under the law of Congress of the last date 
the banks were allowed to retire their c'rca- 
lation, no bank, however, to have less than 
845,000. Free banking was also established, 
and, in order not to have an inflation of the 
currency, it was provided that when new banks 
were established an amount of greenbi«cks 
equal to 80 per cent of the currency issued 
to new banks should be retir.d. This al- 
lowed $100 of additional bank paper for every 
$80 of greenbacks retired, but, as the banks 
had to keep a reserve of 20 per cent, the ac- 
tual amount of currency in circulation was 
expected to remain about the same. There 
has, however, been a change produced by 
the practical operations of the law. The 
changes which have taken place since then 
are thus shown:

The aggregate reduction since Jan. 14. 
1875, has been $61,620,613, of which 821. 
959,904 was in greenbacks and $36,660,709 
in National Bark notes. The progress of 
the decline is shown im the operations for 
the four weeks ending Aug. 25,1877: Ad- 
ditional bank currency issued, $1,259,160; 
bank currency retired, $1,295,257; green- 
backs retired, being 80 per cent of new bank 
issue, $1,007,328; net reduction in the four 
weeks, $1,045,425. The reduction of green- 
backs in the four weeks cf August was over 
$1,000,000, and this may, under the law, go 
on until the whole amount of them is re- 
duced to 300,000,000. In the meantime 
the voluntary surrender of bank-note cur- 
rency continues far in excess of that issued 
to new banks. 

The views expressed by Mr. Doorrrrx as 
to the effects of contraction of the currency 
are those entertained by the great majority 
of the peopeof the West. We know of no 
way of arresting the contraction of the bank- 
note currency without the repeal of the bank 
taxesand the granting of notes, dollar for 
dollar, of the sureties deposited. Otherwise 
it will probably continue, and perbaps in 
larger ainounts, as the day for redemption 
draws tear. The utmost limit to which the 
greenbacks can be increased is $400,000,000, 
bat that would be only an increase of 
$42,000,000, which is far less than the con- 
traction which has already taken place. 

There is, however, another and a more 
permanent form of arresting the contraction 
of the currency, and that is the free coinage 
of silver. The remonetization of the silver 
dollar and its free coinage would at once 
supply the country with currency to take 
the place of the declining paper. It would 
be a legal-tender. The capacity of 
the national minis is from forty 
to forty-five millions of dollars a year. 
Opening the market for that amount of 
silver a year would have the effect of increas- 
ing the value of the metal and of stimulating 
the product of our mines. If it gave to 
silver a greater value in this country than 
elsewhere, it would draw silver here to be 
exchanged for our domestic products, and 
would increase the market for those prod- 
ucts. If in time the volume of silver coin 
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should become so great in bulk as to be in- 


convenient, it could be deposited as gold and 
greenbacks are now in the National Treas- 
ury, and the certificates of deposit could be 
used in business instead of the coin. This 
means of supplying the country with cur- 
rency is the natural one. It is the one 
which should present itself to the mind of 
every man at once. The precious metal is 
produced here in our own mines, and we 
deny its sale or use at home and compel its 
exportation. Let us utilize it; let us fill the 
land with the metallic currency, and make it 
the permanent basis for all the other cur- 
rency, without restriction or limitation. 


THE WEST SIDE PARK MANAGEMENS. 

The report of the experts appointed to ex- 
amine into the accounts of the West Side 
Parks does not reveal that frightful condition 
of depravity and wholesale plunder which 
was promised by those who set the investi- 
gation on foot. The discrepancies in the ac- 
counts certainly show that there has been a 
loose system of bookkeeping, and it is un- 
doubtedly well to have it straightened out, 
and the differences adjusted. But there is 
uo evidence in the report that there has been 
any plunder, The ugliest feature in the 
showing is that payments have been made 
for property that were in excess of the As- 
sessor’s award; but even herein the taxpay- 
ors have some reason to congratulate them- 
selves on the small amount of excess,—about 
$40,000. It is true there ought to have been 
nove, but there are few such trusts, extend- 
ing over a term of years, and having a large 
amount of the people’s money to dispose of, 
where bad management or favoritism does 
not squander a larger proportion of tio 
money than this. 

As to Mr. Gaeenesaum’s account, there is 
no question of defalcation. ‘There is a dif- 
ference of some thousands of dollars, aris- 
ing from different statements of the war- 
rants, aud a controversy as to the payment 
of interest by Mr. Greenepavum on funds in 
hand. But this differenge is a matter to be 
finally determined by the books and vouch- 
ers, aud by proof of the understanding be- 
tween Mr. GrezneBbaum and the Board in re- 
gard to the interest he was to pay. If final 
comparison of accounts shall show that Mr. 
GReeNxeBauM is still a debtor to the Park 
Board, either for interest or moneys unac- 
counted for, it will prove to be a misiake in 
bookkeeping, and he will be found abun- 
dantly able and entirely willing to pay. 

The report seems to show that the taxpay- 
ers of the West Division have secured their 
parks at a relatively reasonable cost. They 
have three handsome parks of several hun- 
dred acres in all, which re present an average 
cost of about $1,200 an acre. There is no 
way to determine with certainty whether the 
money expended on improvements has been 
judiciously expended, but there is no evi- 
dence that it has been dishonestly used; ami 
it looks more than ever as though tiere is 
not the slightest warrant for the exaggerated 
rumors set on foot by the frieuds of the two 
geutlemen on the Board said to be bankrupt, 
and whose removal was demanded because, 
in that condition, they could not remain 
Commissioners and comply with the law 
defining the qualifications of Commission- 
ers. 


A correspondent, writing Tun Tamer in 
relation ‘to the interconvertuble-currency 
bond, thinks that greenbucks might be forced 
to circulate in defiance of the irrepresssible 
tendency to run into the form of 3. 6586. He 
Says : 

No currency could anewer the purpose of money 
uniess it would circulate. Butthereare points 
which, so far ae I bave seen, PE Tamer has not 
considered. If all the revenues of Government 
were payable in greenbacks, —all State and munici- 
pal taxes, and all disbursements by the Govera- 
ment, together with the necessity of small bills for 
ordinary transactions among the people, and a 
penalty similar to the present statute against using 
any other thing as money, including the intercon- 
vertibie bond. would not the greenoark circula- 
tion be assured beyond a doult’ The Government 
would receive and pay out annually, say $50, - 
000,000. The paymentane collection of State and 
muna es would require at least $1, UO, 000. 
OW. The people would require a very large amount 
ins mall notes for ordinary small transactions. These 
wants, together with the general fact that, in a new 
country like the United States, rates of interest for 
loans must be much higher than 3.65 per cent, it 
seems to me, would suffice to keep the greenbacks 
im circulation. In New England, the objection to 
what is there called the Western currency idea 
is, that the greenback could not be kept at par 
with com by the interchangeable-bond plan, and 
not that it could not be kept in circulation. Both 
opjections are fatal, if well taken. 

Our correspondent seems to overlook the 
fact that silver dollars would constitute the 
small money of the country after the paper 
currency had correlated into 3.65s. The 
forthcoming Congress will remonetize silver, 
and the mints will strike off $40,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 a year. Silver dollars will be- 
come as common and plenty as five-franc 
pieces are in France. Taxes of all kinds will 
be paid with them. A little money, changing 
hands daily and weekly, will transact a vast 
amount of business in the course of a year. 
Occasionally some 3.65 currency bonds would 
undoubtedly be sent back to the Treasury for 
greenbacks ; but, as soon as the latter were 
put into circulaticn, the brokers and bankers 
would pick them up and return them for 
3.65s. The interest would always act like the 

force of gravity in absorbing notes into bonds. 
Our correspondent says: As rates for loans 
are much higher than 3.65 per cent, it seems 
to me that would suffice to keep greenbacks 
in circulation.” It might to some extent, if 
the borrower refused to receive 3.658; but 
he would accept them with avidity, because, 
aslong as he hadany not paid out, they 
would earn him interest. The bonds would 
circulate from hand to hand asa desirable 
but clumsy Kind of money, and the Govern- 
ment would have to pay the interest, amount- 
ing to $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 a year. 
Neither greenbacks nor bank-notes could cir- 
culate in competition with such interest- 
bearing bond currency.

Rerty.—We have never said they would all 
be presented immediately for redemption, and 
never named any amount that would be pre- 
sented the first day or first month. But noth- 
ing in the future can be more certain than that 
at least one-third, perhaps one-half, would be 
so presented the first year. The importing 
merchants would draw out about 8140, 000.000 to 
pay duties; and perhaps $40,000,000 to 860,000. 
000 more would be needed fur exportation for 
various purposes. No matter bow much coin 
cotton and produce shippers may import, there 
are other merchants always cxpurting coin. No 
one would go to a broker and buy it at a pre- 
mium, when he had nothing to do but take his 
greenbacks to the Treasury and draw the gold 
forthem. If there were any suspicion in the 
minds of brokers, bankers, and speculators, 
that the Government had not a large enough 
quantity of gold on hand with which to resume, 
there would be a tremendous rush and scramble 


to grab the gold, —well knowing that, when the 
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Government was forced to suspend, the green- 


backs would tumble down 10 to 20 per cent be- 
low par. We have no coufidence whatever in 
the ability of the Treasury to resume in gold 
on the Ist of January, 1879, and keep it up.

‘ LOUIS ADOLPHE THIERS. 

The cable annoumement of the death of 
Lovis ApoL_rpne Tuns, tac eminent French 
statesman, who has played so prominent a part 
in French politics during the past half-ventury, 
will impress the reader with the suddenness of 
the event, although it should not have been 
unexpected, considering that the deceased had 
arrived at that advanced age when the strengtn 
of the years is but labor and sorrow.” The 
eminent deceased was born at Marseilles, April 


10, 1797, and had therefore passed his Soth 


year; and, although suggested as a prob- 
able candidate for the Presidency in case of 
MacManon’s resignation or removal as an 
issue of the present campaign, he had practi- 
cally dropped out of politics, and was already 
a statesman of the past, who had pearly sur- 
vived his influence and his use‘uiness. All that 
remains of him now is the reminiscences of his 
political career and the judelible impression he 
has left upon French historical literature. 

He was born of a commercial family 
wrecked by the Revolution. He was educated 
at the Lyceum of Marseilles and the law school 
of, Aix, and entered upon the active duties of 
lie as an advocate, practicing his profession 
from 1818 to 1821. Iu the latter year he 
weut to Paris to scek His fortune, with M. 
Mienet, his onstant friend. Lis contributions 
to the Cunstitutivane gained Him a position upon 
its stall, and also secured him the acquaintance 
and lavor of LArrrrx and TaALLEYRAND. Three 
or four years a‘ter, he made his first appear- 
auce as au author in his ** History of the French 
Revolution.” About this time also he not ouly 
distinguisned himself as a political and literary, 
but also as an art and dramatic critic, and print- 
ed a very remarkable sketch of Mrs. BeLLamy, 
an actress at Covent Giarden, and a picturesque 
description of the Pyrenees. In 152) he ro- 
tired trom the Cuvnstituliwonne?, and, with MIGNET 
and CakR&L, started the JValivnal, whic) pro- 
muted tie change of dynasty brought about in 
the following July. Inu 1530, under Lous 
Putires, be was made Counselor of State 
and Secretary-Geveral to the Minister of Fi- 
naue. Alter four mouths of admmistration 
he sought to resign his office, when, by express 
coramand of the King, he was made Minister of 
Fivauce, from which post be retired in 1531, 
coutenting himsel. witb serving in the Chamber 
of Deputies, to which he had been elected in 
1880 trom the district of Aix. In 1832 he 
joined Souzr's Cabinct as Minister of tue In- 
terior. It was during tuis year and 15 that 
he made bimseli very popular by great 
works of public improvement. He ob- 
taincd from the Chambers an appropriation of 
a hundred million of irancs to be devoted to 
public works. Ue replaced the statue of Napo- 
LEON upon its pedestal, finished the Arc de 
UEtoile, the Church of the Madelaine, and the 
palace on the Quay d’Orsay, crected a fountain 
to the memory of the Duc De BEKRY, coustruct- 
ed roads aud canals, and revived industry, and 
Witt it publie prosperity. He retived on the 6th 
of November, I. but resumed vilice in the 
fvilowing December as Minister of Commerce 
aud Agriculture. In 1834 he returned to the 
Juterior Department, and quched the blooay 
insurrections at Lyons and Paris. Alter several 
Ministerial Compii. ations, in which he disagreed 
with Sour aud MoLg, and was ar.val of GutI- 
zoT, be retumed his otlice under the Duc pz 
BRouLizg aud cuncilhated Guizot, and in the 
same year was elected to the French Academy. 
In 1335 be supported the restrictive press and 
jury, laws, owiug to the attempt upon tue King’s 
life, Which ueariy mvolved his own, made with 
tue Fisch inſerual machine. in January, 
13836, he resigned, owing to the rejection of the 
bill for the conversion of the Reutes, but 
the next month he became Premier again 
aud Minister of Foren Affuirs. He retired in 
August on account of the King’s opposition to 
armed intervention in Spain, was reinstated in 
March, 1540, aud again retired im October, be- 
cause the King did vot favor bis policy of furti- 
tying Paris and increasing the armaments, and 
was succeeded by Guizor. Fora time he now 
retired trum active pol.tical life and commenced 
his great work, the “History of the Cuusu- 
late and the Empire,“ and traveled all over the 
Continent in quest of materials. He was still 
revognized as the leader of the Opposition and 
auvocated tiberal measures in education) and 
was a determined opponent of Uitramontanism 
and political corrubeion, and shortly before tae 
Kevolation of 1548 attacked Louis Paiipee 
with great vigor for his vonduct with reference 
to foreign nations, especially England. He 
opposed the Republic, aud vn the very night of 
the Revoiution ajdressed the people of Paris in 
favor of ** Liberty, Order, Union, and Reform.” 
He was not a Kepublxan, but rath- 
er a Liberal, and yet when the 
Republic was declared he accepted it as 
a bulwark against mongrchical encroach- 
ments, and in June of that year was elected to 
the Constituent Assembly by a large majority 
over LAMARTINE. in 1848 he voted for the 
Dictatorship of Gen. Cavasonac, and for the 
use of extreme measures aguinst the Socialists, 
and about this time published his work on “The 
Right of Property,” in which he combatted 
PROUDHON’S propositions. In December he 
voted for the Presidency of Frince Louis Na- 
POLEON, and fought a duel with M. Brxio for 
spreading arumor that be bad disparaged his 
election. In this Assembly he took partin all 
the important debates, voted tur the expedition 
to Rome, for the law of public instruction of 
March 15, 1850, for the suppression of clubs, 
and for the election law ot May 31. After tue 
removal of CHANGARNIER he raised bis warn- 
ing voice against a new Napoleonic Empire, 
with the tamous declaration L’ Hmpire est 
Sait,” but the coup deat did not 
take place until some months afterwards, 
Dec. 2, on the morning of which he was arrest- 
ed, imprisoned until Jan. 9. and banished till 
Aug. 7. 1852. During his banishment he devot- 
ed himseif to his lavorite study of the arts and 
literature. In 1563 the weakening of the aristo- 
cratic regime encouraged bim to present him- 
selt as a candidate for the Assembly at the gen- 
erai elections, to which he was returned bya 
triumphant vote, notwithstanding the opposi- 
tion of M. DE PERsIGNY, Minister of the Interior. 
In 1865 he opposed the extravagant expendi- 
tures for the Italian war, the Mexican expedi- 
tion, and Baron HAussuax's well-known Pa- 
risian improvements. In 1866 and 1867 he at- 
tackea the Emperor for permitting the aggrand- 
izement of Prussia and tie unification of Italy. 
In 1570 he bitterly opposed the Franco-German 
war, and predicted that the Government 
was rushing upon certain defeat because 
it was unprepared. He sought to obtain 
an armistice, and had several interviews with 
BisMARCK, but without favorable result. On 
Feb. 8, 1871, he was elected to the Assembly iu 
twenty-six departments, and nine days aiter- 
wards was chosen Chief of the Executive. Dur- 
ing his term he negotiated the preliminary 
treaty of peace with Germany, crushed the Com- 
mune, anti negotiated the loau for paying the 
indenfnity to Germany. On the 3lst of August 
his term was extended to three vears, with the 
title of President of the Republic. On the re- 
jection of the Tariff bill, Jan. 20, 1872, he re- 
signed, but was induced to remain. In Maren, 
1873, he provided for the payment of the whole 
indemnity and the complete withdrawal of the 
German troops, and received the thanks of the 
Legislature. In May he was prevented by 
legislative. enactment from making the Re- 
public: permanent, and resigned, and Mac- 
Manton became his successor. Since that 
time he has served in the Assembly and devoted 
himself to literary labor, reappearing in polit. 
cal life recently as the prospective candidate for 
the Presidency. Asa statesman or politician, 
M. Tutens, notwithstanding his opposition to 
mouarchy and his bitter assaults upon Louis 
Paitirre and Louis Narot rox, could not be 
calied an extreme Republican. He was never 
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venturous political life. For a full half cent 
he has been prominent not only in French n 
tics, but in the political history of the 

As a literary man he will be chiefly remen 

by his great historical works, the “ Ilistory 
the French Revolution (1823-’7), and

We timidly suggest that the present green- 
back is not that sort of hairpin at all. It 
does not bear any “sovereigntys-stamp” upon 
its face; itis simply a note promismg to pay 
dollars to the bearer, and Congress has prom- 
ised, by act, that those notes shall be paid on 
demand on and after Jan. 1, 1879, which is only 
sixtecn months hence. Asthe greenback now 
stands, it is a Trcasury-pote redeemable in gold 
dollars in a year and-four montas from this 
time. That fact must exert a powerful in- 
fluence on its value. Contraction of the cum 
rency has also exercised considerable influence, 
In January, 1875, there were some $25,00),000 
more grecabacks in circulation tuap now, and 
also $36,000,000 more bank-notes. This redae 
tion of the paper currency by $61,000,000 hag 
had its influence on the value oi the greem 
backs. And, thirdly, the balance of trade 
for three years has been largely in favor 
of this country,—last year amounting 
to $184,000,000, which bas stopped the outflow 
of gold to Europe and cheapened foreign ex- 
change in Wall strect. These three causes 
fully account ior the steady rise in the gold vak 
ue of the greeuba ks. If Cougress should om 
der the Secretary of the Treasury to accept 
them for duties, it would not belp their value, 
unless they could be forced on the bondbulderg 
who have been promised coin, because the See 
retary would have to sell them to the gold 
speculators for specie with “yo to pay the 
interest on the bonds; and who believes that 
he would get as high aprie ior them as the 
shrewd, kcen importing merchants manage to 
obtain? They would vg sold for less, and their 
value would be reduced instead of enhanced, 
They would not be worth 90 in gold to-day 
if they were received for duties, and the Gov. 
ernment had to sell them to the brokers lor 
gold to pay interest on the debt. That is the 
way they would be raised to par.

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


Four Desperadoes Lynched in 
Henry County, Ky., Mon- 
day Night. 


The Assau't of the Mob and the Be- 
havior of the Prisoners. 
Brief Notices of the Many Murders with 
Which Their Names Were 
Linked. 


FOUR OUTLAWS LYNCHED. 
Special Dixpaten to The Tribune. 

LovisvilLL R. Ky., Sept. 4.—Much excitement 
has been produced in Henry County by the 
hanging of Klug Jun Simmons and three of his 
gang last night. These men—Simmons, his 
suns Jack, Robert, aud Sam, with Joe Good- 
rich, Dave Carter, John James, and Dick 
Shuck—furmed an organized band of robbers 
and assassins. King Jim was the leader, and 
received two-thirds of the spoils always. Oc- 
casivuaily bis wife would assist in stealing horses, 
aud ounce, when her husband kevt an ino 
it is thought she assisted in several mur- 
ders and rvubberies. Tnough this gang 
had been carrying on its horrible 
work for years, the authorities could 
not get hold of them until a little more than 
two weeks ago. A year ago Sauck's tather-iu- 
law was murdered. Several wecks before this 
his wife had been poisoved, and the citizens 
Suspecting Shuck guilty, arrestcd him on the 
discovery of the father-in-law’s charred remains. 
The evidence was ail circumstantial, but he was 
nevertheless convicted and executed. Un the 
scuffuld he made a confession, acknowledging 
cou plicity in numerous murders, but protesting 
innocence of the one for which he died. He 
gave the names of the gang, all ol whom saw 
him hung, and they were accordingly arrested, 
except Jack Simmons, whoescaped. Dave Carter 
turned State’s evidence, and James was released. 
King Jim and the Goodriches remained iu jail 
at Newcastle until 1 o’clock this morniny, 
when masked men from four counties removed 
them. Citizens of Newcastle followed the mob, 
but were driven back. At daybreak the four 
foot-pads were discovered hanging from a 
bridge near Newcastle, two on each side. Fol- 
lowing are the murders in which these persons 
were implicated: 

That of Parish, for which Shuck suffered 
death on the gallows. 

A peddler from Jacksonville, in Shelby Coun- 
ty, named Darrall. 

Beeler James, son of a member of the gang, 
sacrificed by his unfeeling father because he 
knew too much about its affairs, and whose 
bones were found where Dick Shuck said they 
were placed. 

John Onan, a bad fellow enough, who was 
first robbed, attempted to be killed with a pis- 
tol-shot, which only broke his arm, and was 
then taken in a skiff into the Keutucky River, 
weighted with rocks, and sunkin the raging 
current, the river being very high at the time. 

Eli Downey, a cousin of Shuck, who was shot 
in the head by Jack Simmons, son of the King, 
and robbed of $140 and his sister’s pension- 
money. 

An Indianian named Gallagher, a fruit-tree 
peddier, who was first robbed and then 
knocked in the head with a stone and his body 
thrown into tue river. 

This is a hastily-drawn list of the murders 
known to have been committed by this gang. a 
portion of whom were brought to justice, as 
stated, by the dying words of Dick Shuck and 
the cowardi.e of Dave Carter, wuo squealed on 
his comrades to save his own worthless neck.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 4.—A spectal corres- 
pondent sent to Newvastie by the Cowrier- 
Journal telegrapas that nearly 100 armed men 
were in tae mov taat hung the simmons gang. 
The Jailer, J. M. Jones, says at about 1 o'clock 
he was awakened by loud kno_king at the door. 
and calls ol Where is the Jailer!’ I hurried, 
went down. and was confronted by a body of 
ahout niteen or tweoty men, who pointed pis- 
tols aod guns at me. and told me to get the key 
of the jail and go with them. When we reached 
the jail they commanded me to open the door. 
They were jomed by other men on the 
way to the jail, and, when we 
got there, some forty or fiftv men 
rushed into the jail, at unge took possession of 
the prisoners. tied the ropes around their necks, 
and led tnem out. On the way out, Sam and 
Joe Goodrich said, “I am innocent. No 
blood of any man is on our hands.” T 
meb said in response, “If you want 
to prav get at | Bd Sam then 
said, “Will vou allow me to send some 
money tomy mether’’ They said Les.“ He 
tuen handed me about $40. They then pro- 
ceede@iout of the door and down the street, 
taking four to the bridge, when two were hung 
on each side. 


@ IN AL ESCAPE.

Jovrert, III., Sept. 4.—Some time in May last 
a man who gave his name as E. S. Porter regis- 
tered at the Robertson House in this city. He 
was accompanied by his wife and child. They 
seemed to be respectable people, and did not 
attract more notice than is usually accorded to 
new comers in this place. In June Mrs. Porter 
disposed of some vruperty in LaSalle, and with 
a portion of the proceeds of the sale paid their 
bills here. Tue family then went to East Savi 
naw, Mich., returning to Joliet a few weeks 
since, Porter being taken very sick svon after 
aud dying yesterday. It has been as ertained 
since his death that he was gone other person 
than Edward S. Piper, with a dozen aliases, a 
somewhat noted forger, Whose operations form 
vne of the most interesting criminal histories 
ou record. He was well Known to tae police, 
aud many banks im this country and England 
know him to their sorrow. During his Me- 
time Piper made nearly a million dollars by Ins 
forgeries, and died a pauper.

THE SAVANS. 


AT SARATOGA. 

Sanatooa, N. I., Sept. 5.—David A. Wells, 
President of the American Social Science A sso- 
ciation, opened the session here this evening 
with an address on The Relations of Economic 
Laws to Public aod Private Morality.“ He said 
for ewhteen centuries the controversy on this 
subject had been on abstract reasonings, not 
going to experience. Taking up the early social 
vonditiou of Europe, be said itwas controlled by 
a spirit of antauonisi between man and man, 
pation and nation; false economic laws, that 
what one man gained others lost; so each State 
sought to impeuse tolls and restrictions not only 
on trade between nations, but on cities, derived 
from imports and trade. Each trade aud occupa- 
tion was fenced in by unions and gui.ds, secrets 
and mysteries. No one could be allowed to 
toliow a trade except he wus a freeman of the 
town or city. He stiwmatized as m-ernal the 
svstem by which freemen in trades surrounded 
themselves. He read the edict of Turgot, the 
great French Minister, against guilds. ‘There, 
he Sud, it had come to be considered that the right 
to laber Mas aroyal right. Phe raght to lato: 
is inherent in man, and inalienable. The rela- 
tiors of labor and capital under the rules abro- 
gated by ‘Turgot were crude aud muperfect. By 
thein capital wus destroyed and aygetnulation 

rrevented. Labor, through its representatives, 
Mid its best to prevent and binder advaucement. 
Every nation soutut to moneopeulize trades and 
prevent other natious from excelling there- 
in. Wars were declared aud carried vn to break 
down trade-rivals. 

It is only through a study of the English trade 
laws that the true cause of the Americau Revo— 
lution can be found. Kestrictious on trade 
were the main causes. Otis’ argument against 
Writs of assistance Was avainst a system which 
authorized the searcbing ol houses 
for contraband goods. He compared these 
ante-Revulutionary writs with thuse issued ln 
New Vork within five years, which, instead of 
searching tor goods, searched for private papers 
to find evidence of ileval trade. Such false 
economic laws made the peuple a nation of lau 
breskers. Juha Hancock was the very Prince 
of contraband trade, and the day ou which the 
battle of Lexington was fought was set down 
as the time when an argument was to have 
been commenced on sume of his acts. As cou 
traband traders all felt that the Government 
was their enemy, fully bali the commerce of 
the world be!ore the Revolution was contraband 
or brigandaye. In Europe numerous lar e 
ani wiluential bodies of men need by 
breaking the laws of trade. Had it not been 
for the trade illegally carried on commerce 
would have ceased. With the abrogation of 
these restrictive laws public aud private moral- 
ity increa-ed. There is no such grand cause ot 
danger to our institations as that arising trom 
pulaijc and private immorality. Since 1564 the 
taint of corruption was altered everywhere. In 
that year fully $50,000,000 were taken from the 

kets of the peuple dy corrupt legislation.

A Defense of the Editor of the New York 
Herald—Free Trade and Cheap Cham- 


pagne. 


Correspondence of The Tribune. 

OSTEND, Belgiun, Aug. 20.—I see in a recent 
issue of Caigvani an extract from your jour- 
nal, containing a well-merited compliment to 
James Gordon Bennett, of the New York Her- 
ald. As Ithink Mr. Bennett is entitled to very 
high recognition on the part of the public of 
which he is a benetactor, of the press of which 
he is an acknowledged leader, apd more espe- 
cially of the poor of New York City, to whom 
he has been a special providence, I beg to sup- 
plement Tug Trisune’s kind words with a few 
of my own. Having lived abroad since Mr. 
Bennett came of age and into the inheritance 
of vast wealth and power, I had lost 
sicht of him personally, except a casual glimpse 
now aud then in Loudon or Paris. Ol course I 
was a constant leader of his journal, always 
feeling that I may have lost Something wheney- 
er Lbave missed a single number of it, and 
knew ali about his intelligent aad generous ac- 
tivity in sending Stanley to tind Livingstoue.

The Fall of a Mountain In Savoy. 
Nuture. 

Au interesting account of the recent falling of 
a mountain in Tarentaise, Savoy, causing disas- 
ter to two flourishing villages „has been commu- 
nicated to the Cuurrier des A by M. Berard. 
The puenomenon has béen ir correctly revorted 
as ipstaptanecous and the destructiv e effec t com- 
plete, whereas the case is that of a mountain 
whe oior twenty days, Witaout cessation, has 
been disine nbering itself and literally falling. 
night and day. into the valley below, filling it 
with pilea up blocks of stone, extinguishing all 
sounds by its incessant thunder, and covering 
the distant horizon with a thick cloud of yelluw- 
ist dust. The entire mass comprised in the 
slope forms a mutilated cone 200 metres broad 
at the top and 600 at the base (the slope being 
about flity degrees); this is composed of hard 
schist lying « lose together, but nolunger united: 
and it is united to the body ofl the mountain 
ouly bv a vertical mass of forev or fiity 
metres thick, which alieady is fissured and 
shaken. Periods of repose occur lasting only a 
few seconds, or a minute at most; tuen the 
movement recommences, and continues about 
500 hours. Bo Ks of lorty sue metres be- 
come displaced with no apparent cause, traverse 
the 1,800 metres of descent in thirty seconds, 
leaping 400 or 500 metres at a time, and flually 
get dashed to pieces in the bed of the 
torrent, or launch tueir shattered fragments 
into the opposite forest, muwing down 
gigantic pines as if they were so many thistles. 
Que such block was scen to strike a tine fir-tree 
before reaching the bridge between the villages, 
the tree was not simply broken or overtür wa, 
but it was crushed to dust (volatilise), 
trunk and branches disappeared in the air 
like a burning match. Rocks are hurled to- 
gether and broken into fragments that are 
thrown across the valley like swallows in a 
whirlwind: then follow showers of sinaller frag- 
ments, and one hears the whistling souml of 
thousands of pebbles as they pass. M. Berard 
reached the edge ot the rock (2,460 metres high), 


on one of the sides of the talling cone. and ven- 
tured along it, ortaining a good view 
of the “terrifving’’ spectacle. He re- 


affirms his couviction that the phenumenon 
is inexplicable by any of the usual reasons that 
account for Alpine disturbances, such as pene- 
tration of water, or me ting of snows or inferior 
strata iu motion; nor does the de-vlivity of the 
slope explain it. His hypothesis is that some 
geological torce is at work, of which the com- 
plex resultant acts obiiquely to the axis of the 
mountain and almost parallel to its sides.
